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Murder Case 
Nearing Jury 


Porter Hurls Chair 
During Testimony 


(Continued from Page One) 


liam Brokaw was to conclude for 
the state. 
Chertoff declared he would be 
remiss to all his principles as an 
attorney if he were to seek com­ 
plete acquittal for Porter. 
“This man does not belong in the 
electric chair, but he does belong 
in a mental hospital!” 
Judge Buzzard will charge the 
jury this afternoon after which the 
case probably will go to the panel. 
The defendant’s mother, Mrs 
Clyde Porter, 43, was on the stand 
yesterday when Porter apparently 
became enraged at cross-examina­ 
tion by Bettis. 
The assistant prosecutor had just 
begun the questioning, and asked, 
“ Mrs. Porter, how many times 
have you gone over this story with 
Mr. Chertoff?” 
Porter quickly jumped to his 
feet, seized his chair by the back 
with one hand and threw it almost 
overhand at the surprised Bettis. 
The heavy chair slammed to the 
floor at the attorney’s feet, partial­ 
ly striking the court bailiff’s desk. 
The defendant, his face red and 
jaw clenched, was grabbed from 
behind by Deputy Sheriff Robert 
Berresford and Atty. Beck. 
Mrs. Porter shouted to her son 
to stay where he was, and replied 
to Bettis’ question, “Not at all—I 
never talked to Mr. Chertoff, I 
only see him in the hall, I’m glad 
Mr. Chertoff is our lawyer, but I 
never went over this.” 
She was excused, and Chertoff 
conferred with Judge Buzzard for 
a few moments. Porter then was 
called to the stand. Deputy Ber­ 
resford took up a standing posi­ 
tion behind him, and Sheriff Rus­ 
sell VanFossan and deputies How­ 
ard Gray and James Miller came 
to the courtroom. 
Porter’s mother, in 12 minutes 
on the stand, told of her son’s 
childhood and how he “was spoiled 
as a baby.” She told of his break­ 
ing things when a youngster, of his 
daydreaming and lack of friends. 
She said she went to the Valley 
Forge Army Hospital when he was 
discharged and was advised of his 
possible future conduct by Army 
doctors. Mrs. Porter said she kept 
knives and forks hidden from him. 
She also told of Porter’s con­ 
duct during the week of the slay­ 
ing, and how she had objected to 
the planned marriage of her son 
with Mrs. Ina Danner at whose 
rooming house Mumford was fatal­ 
ly shot. 
Porter maintained under ques­ 
tioning by Chertoff he did not re­ 
member going to the McDonald St. 
home, that he remembered nothing 
from the time he left the waitress 
at the Naples Restaurant until he 
read of his indictment while in 
the County Jail at Lisbon. 
Porter swung back and forth in 
the witness cnair, sometimes flip 
and 
sarcastic, other times re­ 
morseful and close to tears. His 
soft voice was often inaudible and 
attorneys and Judge Buzzard ask­ 
ed him to speak louder. At times 
he would seem vague and would 
answer in monosyllables, o t h e r 
times he would ramble on without 
prompting from the questioners. 
He told of his hospitalization 
while at Camp Breckenridge, Ky., 
Ft. Devens, Mass., Stuttgart and 
Frankfurt. Germany, and Valley 
Forge. He told of meeting Mrs. 
Danner when she was working at 
the Coffee Shop, of going steady 
with her and of planning m ar­ 
riage. 
“What was the stumbling block 
to the m arriage?” Chertoff asked. 
Porter said she told him her 
husband didn’t want to give her a 
divorce. 
“Did you ever give her any­ 
thing?” 
“Yes. Shoes and a sweater. On© 
time she wanted a suede jacket, 
so I gave her $20 to buy it.” 
“Were you intimate with her?” 
“Yes ” 
“Did she ever tell you she was 
pregnant?” “Yes. — I was happy 
then — I can’t explain why — I 
guess I wanted a family of my 
own.” 
He said she later told him she 
wasn't pregnant. 
He told of seeing her “holding 
hands” with Mumford and said 
he followed them one night to the 
McDonald St home He said that || 
on the Tuesday preceding t h e 
shooting, he saw them on 6th St., 
and tried to talk to Ira He said 11 
he slapped her, and “Joe butted 
in.” He said he asked Mumford 
if he wanted to fight, but he said ll 
the officer replied. “ ‘As long a s l|

bother me. sonny boy’.” 
Porter said that the night of the J 
slaying he went to work for the j 
first time that week, having been 
“upset’’ about the quarrel and sep- | 
aration from Ina. He quarreled 
with his supervisor, got his pay­ 
check and phoned home for them 
to come after him. He was a clerk 
at the Crucible Steel Co. 
He said he cashed his check, and 
went to the ViJon Bar for some 
drinks, then went to the Naples 
where he talked to a waitress. 
Chertoff asked. “Do you recall be-:

Humphrey*” 
“ No " “What happened after you | 
talked to the waitress?” “ I can’t 
rem em ber.” 
Brokaw, in starting cross-exam­ 
ination, asked, “Why did you en­ 
list in the Army?” “ I wanted to 
get away from everybody.” “Was 
it because you didn't want to make 
the high 
school commencement 
speech 
or 
because 
of 
y o u r 
clothes*” “That was part of it.” 
“Wouldn’t you say you had a 
normal childhood, except for be­ 


ing poor.” “WTiat do you mean by 
normal?” “I mean normal family 
life, with your brothers and sis­ 
ters. Why did you play hookey 
from school?” “I. was afraid of 
people and didn't want to be near 
them.” 
Brokaw asked him about his 
suicide attempts, saying he ap­ 
parently didn’t try very 
hard. 
Porter said, “Give me a .45 and 
a clip, and I’ll blow my brains out 
in front of you.” 
The prosecutor asked him if he 
had tried to get a job when he 
was in school and Porter said he 
had, but was “too puny.” “You 
never liked any job, did you?” 
Brokaw asked. “ In the hospital 
when you were given some work 
to do, you always asked to go 
back to duty, isn’t that right?” 
“No,” Porter replied. 
“Did you learn in the Army 
what a gold brick was?” Porter 
said, “Yes, but I wasn’t any gold 
brick.” Do you know what a gold 
brick is?” “Yes—G. William Bro­ 
kaw.” 
“A gold brick shirks his duties 
and reports on sick call, is that 
right?” “Yes, but I was no gold 
brick.” “ I didn’t say you were, 
but you did report on sick call and 
refuse to do some work.” 
“How many girlfriends did you 
have?” “Quite a few.” “Were you 
serious with them?” “Only with 
a couple.”

He said Porter showed “severe 
mental disorder of long standing, 
and an unpredictableness and im­ 
pulsiveness of behavior through 
most of his life.” 
Asked by Judge Buzzard what 
he meant by Porter’s “psychotic 
pattern.” the psychiatrist said it 
meant varying degrees of person­ 
ality disintegration, failure to eval­ 
uate reality and failure to adapt 
to other people and jobs.” 
Under questioning by Chertoff, 
he said there was a divergence be­ 
tween medical terms for mental 
illnesses and the legal definition 
of insanity. 
“Legal insanity refers to total 
insaneness or total sanity, but in 
medical terms, there are varying 
degrees of mental incapacity.” 
Chertoff asked, “In your opinion 
is or was Porter mentally ill to 
j such a degree that his group 
classification could be termed in­ 
sane?” 
Dr. 
Croissant 
replied, 
“Yes.” 
Asked to report on his findings 
of the study of Porter, the psy­ 
chiatrist said, “He had been gen­ 
erally unhappy since his father re­ 
turned from the service. He had 
delusions people were against him 
and had auditory and visual hal­ 
lucinations. 
“He was very, very immature 
when he entered the Army, but 
matured rapidly. He showed schizo­ 
phrenic tendencies — emotional 
disturbance, unable to evaluate 
reality, a split personality.

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Down The College Drain 
Scratch any educational forecaster and you’ll 
get a prediction that the country’s colleges to­ 
m orrow will be bulging to the doors. T h e 
schools are loaded right now. 
But one thing we don’t hear much about is 
that more than 50 per cent of the students 
who enroll in our colleges quit school sooner or 
later without getting a diploma. A high percen­ 
tage of the drop outs are freshmen. 
•A new book by Agatha Townsend, “College 
Freshm en Speak Out,” approaches the prob­ 
lem from the students’ viewpoint. 
Seme of the difficulties they list ought to lend 
themselves easily to remedy. 
A good m any colleges aren’t careful enough 
in detailing what they have to offer, what their 
atm osphere is like, and so on. And thousands 
of students don’t try hard enough to find the 
place that fits their needs. 
Above and beyond these things, however, is 
the astonishing fact that countless students are 
poorly prepared for college work. 
They themselves acknowledge that too often 
they haven’t m astered the simplest skills: how 
to read, use a library, write creditably, and 
organize ideas into useful patterns. 
They blame the high schools, which they in­ 
sist don’t drill these lessons home. Evidently 
they feel, too, that they don’t get enough chance 
to develop the initiative required to meet heav­ 
ier college demands. 
More than a few educators seem to share 
the conviction that high school work frequent­ 
ly is poor preparation for college in America. 
And this not only because study skills aren’t 
drum m ed into students but because some basic 
subjects like geography and history get slack 
treatm ent. 
No m atter whether he wants to be a philoso­ 
pher or a chemist or an advertising man. the 
student needs to be able to hang things on the 
fram e of history and to know the world’s map 
and what it means in term s of people and 
their ways of life. 
Yet not many experts in education place all 
the blame on inadequate earlier schooling. They 
also blam e the students themselves, and their 
parents, for the lack of good study discipline 
and failure to get a good grounding in the 
fundam ental subjects. 
A 50 per cent college drop-out rate is pretty

Who Is Dogging It? 
It is possible to prove with White House rec­ 
ords that President Eisenhower is not unduly 
absent from his desk in the White House. But 
what are critics trying to prove when they nag 
at him? 
A president’s job is not confineo to working 
at one particular desk. It is something that 
goes on 24 hours a day until his term expires. 
Where did the idea come from that it is like 
operating a milling machine? 
Even if it were a time-clock job, paying so 
much an hour for so many hours a week, would 
President 
Eisenhower 
have 
anything 
to 
apologize for? He has no holidays, no carefree 
weekends when he cannot be reached by tele­ 
phone, no intervals of absolute and unbreak­ 
able privacy. 
There is no one agitating for a 30-hour week 
for presidents, nor for a 40-hour week. not even 
an 80-hour week The presidential week is 168 
hours — the whole works. 
Every time a sniper begins to yap about Mr. 
Eisenhower’s absences from the White House, 
he should be questioned closely about his mo­ 
tives. W’hat is he trying to prove — that in an 
era of reliable transportation and instantaneous 
communication a president of the United States 
is on duty only when he is sitting at one par­ 
ticular desk in one particular building in one 
particular place in the United States? 


No Demands For Censorship 


Moving picture censorship in Ohio is dying 
the death of a turtle. Everything about it has 
been destroyed, but the heart still beats. 
The Senate Education Committee, unwilling 
to plump for a revival of pre-censorship, has 
wiggled out a weak substitute bill empowering 
Ohio’s attorney general to investigate the show­ 
ing of any film which he considered obscene, or 
inciting to riotous or criminal acts. 
This open invitation to an elected state offi­ 
cial to put his neck in every noose dangled in 
front of him by a censorship minority will be 
lost in the legislative shuffle or rejected bv a 
floor vote. But the fact it has been voted out by 
the Senate Education Committee raises a ques­ 
tion: 
Who demands censorship in Ohio? 
Since 1954 when the Ohio Supreme Court held 
that this state’s censorship law was unenforce­ 
able. there has been no upsurge of public opin­ 
ion for a revival of a power that had existed 
in this state since 1915. Ohioans as a whole have 
been satisfied to let the m atter drop. 
It cannot even be dem onstrated that the few 
organizations 
going through

wanting to revive some form of censorship 
speak for their memberships. 
Censorship is a dying issue in Ohio. This may 
be the session of the General Assembly that 
will m ark its final passing.

There are two well-worn devices 
by which we m ay avoid entangling 
ourselves in a b a t t l e that sur­ 
rounds a controversial public fig­ 
ure. 
During his lifetime we m ay say 
that we approve of his aims but 
disapprove of his methods. When 
he dies, we may say t h a t only 
history can m ake a judgment. 
Passing the buck to history has 
been a favorite device with politi­ 
cal figures in Washington w h o 
have commented upon Sen. Joseph 
M cCarthy’s death. 
A notable instance — and. con­ 
sidering his own career, amazing 
—was Vice President Nixon. 
Perhaps the vice president was 
thinking about what happened last 
week in the body over which he 
presides, when an earlier senator 
from Wisconsin, Robert M. LaFol- 
lette. the elder, was chosen by a 
Senate committee as one of t h e 
two outstanding senators of 
our 
time. 


FOR THE PASSIONS that en­ 
veloped Sen. LaFollette. the 
bit­ 
terness with which he was as­ 
sailed here and abroad, the snubs 
and injuries inflicted upon him by 
no less than three Presidents ex­ 
ceeded anything that happened to 
Sen. McCarthy. But t i rn £ and 
events have, after forty y e a r s , 
given a generous appraisal. 
I suggest an evaluation of Sen. 
McCarthy b a s e d upon a back­ 
ground of the conditions 
against 
which he contended. 
Consider the lethargy which pre­ 
vailed over the face of American 
life in the late 1940’s concerning 
the Communist menace — an indif­ 
ference which was especially pro­ 
nounced in the federal g o v e r n - 
ment. 
Consider a Hiss in the State De­ 
partm ent, and a W h i t e in the 
Treasury, both making high pol­ 
icy. No one contributed a greater 
share in awakening both the pub- j 
lie and the government to this dan­ 
ger than Sen. McCarthy 
It took violent methods a n d 
strong language to bring a b o u t 
that awakening. 
His warnings about subversives 
in the State Denartm ent. so heart­ 
ily denied at the tim e he m ade 
them , were later justified in over­ 
flowing m easure, not only in Mr. 
Nixon’s own w o r d s , but in the 
public record.

Initially, a two-lane highway has 
been recommended with an ulti­ 
mate plan for a four - lane pave­ 
ment divided by a medial strip of 
24 feet. 
The entire route needs improv­ 
ing, Quicksall agreed, but because 
of financial limitations and t h e 
tremendous cost in the overall 
program construction has b e e n 
broken down into sections accord­ 
ing to priority. 
The rugged terrain and exces­ 
sive grades and curvature which 
are encountered on parts of Route

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President Diem Tells Congress 
South Viet Nam Pledges 
Fight Against Communism 


WASHINGTON lf) — President 
Ngo Dinh Diem told Congress to­ 
day South Viet Nam, not yet two 
years old, is in a more critical 
position than any other free Asian 
country. But he pledged to con­ 
tinue the fight against commu­ 
nism. 
In a speech for a joint session 
of Congress, he thanked the United 
States for its moral and material 
aid in the past. 
“My people appreciate both its 
great import and its profound sig­ 
nificance,” he said. 
Diem’s appearance before Con­ 
gress followed 
a 
meeting with 
President Eisenhower at the White 
House to discuss means to safe­ 
guard Diem’s strategic Southeast 
Asian country, which is menaced 
by communism. 
In his speech, the Vietnamese 
leader said the Asian people are 
no longer resigned and passive, 
but are impatient and eager to 
reduce their “immense technical 
backwardness.” 
“They clamor for a rapid and 
immediate e c o n o m i c develop-

merit,” he added. “The leaders of 
Asia, whatever their ideologies, 
are all f a c e d with the tragic 
urgency 
of 
the 
economic 
and 
social 
problems 
of their

tries.” 
He said they are now debating 
whether democratic or totalitarian 
methods 
should 
be 
adopted 
to 
meet their urgent economic needs. 
“The efforts being made to safe­ 
guard liberal democracy through 
aid given by the industrial coun­ 
tries of the West play a vital role 
in this debate,” Diem said. “For 
the honor of humanity the United 
States has made the most impor­ 
tant contribution to this end.” 
Diem 
acknowledged that free 
Viet Nam, the youngest republic 
in Asia, finds itself in a “most 
sensitive area.” He outlined his 
country’s position this way:

strategic points of access for the 
important raw materials of South­ 
east Asia — the possession of 
which is decisive in the world — 
held back in her development by 
IOO years of foreign domination — 
exhausted by 15 years of war and 
destruction — the northern half of 
her territory given to the Commu­ 
nists — free Viet Nam is in a 
more menaced and critical posi­ 
tion than any other Asian coun­ 
try.” 
He said the interests of Viet 
Nam are identical with those of 
the free world. 
“Your and our fight is one and 
the same,” he said. “We, too, will 
continue to fight communism.”

WASHINGTON (^—Secretary of 
Defense Wilson has ordered pay 
boosts for 350.000 enlisted special­ 
ists. But they may not start get­ 
ting 
the

first of next year. 
Officials said it would take sev­ 
eral months for the Army, Navy 
and Air Force to decide which of 
their technicians are eligible for 
pay increases ranging from $12 to 
$50 a month. The boosts would be 
limited to about 15 per cent of 
enlisted strength. 
Wilson signed the pay increase 
order Wednesday after receiving 
formally the report of a commit­ 
tee he had named to study the 
military pay structure. 
The committee, headed by P res­ 
ident Ralph Cordiner of the Gen­ 
eral Electric Co., also proposed 
a general overhaul of the military 
pay system with a view to weed­ 
ing out the less capable personnel 
and encouraging the better men 
to remain in service. 
Wilson took no action on this 
proposal, but said study of major 
recommendations of the Cordiner 
report would continue. 
Besides the pay increases f<Jr 
enlisted technicians, Wilson adopt­ 
ed a recommendation for lump 
sum bonus payments to reserve 
officers who remain on active du­ 
ty beyond their normal tours. This 
would become effective in the I960 
fiscal year starting July I, 1959. 
Unlike the technician pay raise, 
the bonus plan requires congres­ 
sional approval. 
The pay raise for technicians 
would cost about 49 millions the 
first year.

phaned at 4, he never attended an 
art school in his life. 
“But at 19 I was a magazine 
illustrator selling covers to the 
Saturday Evening Post and Cos­ 
mopolitan,” he recalled. 
Then he switched to the still 
camera and became one of Chi­ 
cago's top photographers of chil­ 
dren. 
Soon after, Lachman went 
to 
Paris where he painted for 18 
memorable years as a contempo­ 
rary of Monet, Renoir, Matisse. 
Rodin and Modigliani. 
Lachman did well. He sold 45 of 
the 55 paintings at his first one- 
man show, including two to the 
Luxembourg Museum. 
“But I became discouraged, not 
over money but because, as Renoir 
did, I got to a point where I felt I 
was making no progress, and be­ 
ginning to repeat myself.” 
“Then I am taken to Hollywood, 
and I am ruined,” he said rue­ 
fully. “I made a really great pic­ 
ture with Spencer Tracy called 
‘Face in the Sky.’ The critics said 
it was ‘an artistic gem,’ a frightful 
thing to say about a picture then. 
It scared 'everybody away. 
“But to show I could turn out a 
commercial picture, I made ‘Baby 
Take a Bow’ with Shirley Temple 
for $144,000 — and it grossed mil­ 
lions. 
“Then I had to make a series of 
bad pictures I didn t like myself. 
I was making $1,200 a week when 
I gave it up more than IO years 
ago.” 
Lachman became a successful 
novelty manufacturer. Last year 
he took up painting again at the 
urging of Armand Hammer, a 
Manhattan .art gallery owner, and 
Mrs. Grace Robinson, former wife 
of Edward G. Robinson, movie 
actor. 
Lachman, who has a exhibit now 
at the Hammer Gallery, is exu­ 
berant because he feels he has re­ 
gained his old mastery of the 
brush. 
“It was a mistake ever to give 
it up,” he mourned. “The films 
were not worth it. I lost 30 years 
out of my life.”

Prom otion Doesn't Have To Be Fatal 
Strain Of Being Executive 
Isn’t As Bad As Imagined 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK OB — A promotion 
can kill you? It ain’t necessarily 
so. The boss is likely to be in bet­ 
ter health and to live longer than 
many of his underlings. 
The strains of being a top ex­ 
ecutive aren’t as deadly as popu­ 
larly supposed, according to in­ 
dustrial medical directors queried 
by 
the 
American 
Management 
Assn. 
But the health, 
physical and 
mental, of bosses is increasingly 
a concern to corporations, big and 
little. The practice of having reg­ 
ular physical, and sometimes psy­ 
chiatric, examinations is spread­ 
ing. 
The Institute of Life Insurance 
reports that the total of business 
life insurance, naming the com­ 
pany 
as 
beneficiary, 
is 
now 
around 25 billion dollars. Cover­ 
age has been increasing at the 
rate of about three billion dollars 
a year. 
Corporate 
health 
examination 
programs may be a prime factor 
in giving the boss a better life ex­ 
pectancy now than some other 
groups, the AMA survey suggests. 
One giant manufacturing compa­ 
ny reports that in five years after 
it installed such a program the 
executive death toll dropped by 62 
per cent. 
The 
National 
Office 
of Vital 
Statistics’s figures also indicate 
that 
top 
administrators, 
mana­ 


gers, and technicians, as a group, 
now 
have , lower 
than 
average 
mortality rates. And an examina­ 
tion of 5,000 executives by Life Ex­ 
tension Examiners finds 60 per 
cent of them in good shape. 
‘‘Executives have quite a good 
life expectancy,” the extension’s 
medical director says. ‘‘Examine 
any other representative group of 
nfen 
and you’ll find thejn 
no 
healthier than management per­ 
sonnel.’* 
And some life insurance compa­ 
nies sell policies on men in execu­ 
tive or higher level occupations in 
general at the lowest premium 
rates. 
One corporate medical director 
holds that “most men who want 
to be executives and who have 
managed to reach the ranks of top 
management have learned to take 
th e'strains in stride.” 
Psychiatry is playing a steadily 
bigger part in executive health 
programs. The AMA survey of 447 
companies of all types and sizes 
shows about half of them using a 
counseling interview as well as 
physical examinations. 
Many of the doctors say that 
when the boss has serious emo­ 
tional 
problems 
his 
underlings 
tend to develop more problems 
than average. And the higher up 
the executive ranks the unhappi­ 
ness is located, the more it is 
likely to spread and the more 
harmful it will be to the com­ 
pany.

Synthetic Formula 


WASHINGTON UT*—The federal 
governm ent has 
demanded 
that 
the B. F. Goodrich Rubber Co. I 
m ake public its secret formula for 
producing 
synthetic 
rubber, 
de­ 
scribed as chemically the equiva­ 
lent of natural rubber. 
In a suit filed Wednesday, the 
Justice D epartm ent said its pur­ 
pose is to “ m ake this new and 
valuable process available to the 
entire rubber industry.” 
The 
governm ent 
claims 
that 
when Goodrich signed a contract 
in 1949 to accept federal funds, it 
agreed to disclose full information 
developed in its rubber research 
program , “ regardless of whether 
such information resulted from re ­ 
search paid for by the govern­ 
m ent.” 
Goodrich, with headquarters in* 
Akron, Ohio, received a total of: 
$1,705,400 in federal research funds 
between 1950 and 1955, the govern­ 
m ent said. 
Goodrich announced late in 1954 
that it had developed the synthetic\ 
rubber process, the Justice De­ 
partm ent suit claims, and despite 
repeated requests, the company 
has refused to disclose the form-j 
ula. 
In Akron, Goodrich officials said 
they would have no comment until 
they saw the full charge and had 
been 
informed 
officially 
of the 
suit.
